Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1961. 

Dr.  Paley  concluded  his  long  service  with  this  Council  on 
8th  July,  1961.  Dr.  Dawson,  of  Cotherstone,  then  acted  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  30th  September,  and  my  own 
experience  of  this  post  began  on  1st  October,  1961. 

1 have  retained  the  general  form  of  the  Report  in  keeping 
with  previous  years  and  my  first  impressions  are  that  in  terms  of 
the  statistics  relating  to  the  public  health  for  the  year,  this  is  a 
healthy  district  in  which  to  live. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  this  district  is  sub- 
ject to  variation  in  respect  of  troop  movements  and,  is  2,070  less 
less  than  in  1960.  This  accounts  to  some  extent  for  fluctuations 
in  annual  statistics. 

41 1 cases  of  measles  were  notified  to  this  district  office 
during  the  year  but  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  food 
poi.  on'ing  were  reported.  Six  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuber- 
culosis and  one  non-respiratory  case  were  notified,  but  there  were 
no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1961. 

I would  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help, 
information  and  encouragement  so  freely  offered  to  me  since 
1 joined  the  Staff.  1 would  also  thank  the  Health  Department 
staff  for  the  considerable  help  given  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report.

The  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  part-time,  forming  an 
apportionment  of  a Joint  Appointment  by  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee. 
Approximately  one  and  a half  days  each  week  are  spent  in  the  service  of 
this  Council  and  one  half  day  with  the  Urban  District  Council.  The 
balance  of  the  weekly  work  is  carried  out  for  the  County  Council  in  admini- 
strative and  clinical  duties.  The  latter  includes  child  welfare  and  school 
health  work. 

The  day-to-day  running  of  the  Health  Department  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Officer,  assisted  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector.

Under  Section  '25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Service  became  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  Local  Health  Authorities  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948. 
The  agreement  concluded  with  the  Durham  Countv  Nursing 
Association,  whereby  the  Durham  County  Council  delegated  this 
aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association,  ceased  to  exist  on 
1st  April,  1954.  and  the  County  Council  took  over  direct  admini- 
stration from  this  date. 

Direct  control  was  also  assumed  by  the  Countv  Council 
of  the  arrangements  made  for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary  mid- 
wife service. 

Both  services  are  available  free  of  charge.

Moveable  Dwellings.  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development

The  above  Act  introduced  a new  licensing  system  operated 
by  district  councils,  and  strengthened  the  power  of  the  local  plan- 
ning authority  in  relation  to  Caravans. 

A survey  of  the  area  was  made  early  in  the  year  when  it 
was  found  that  there  were  49  caravan  sites  of  varying  size  in  the- 
rural  district.

The  nine  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  area  have  been 
regularly  visited  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  All  animals 
slaughtered  are  examined  before  being  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption.  This  100%  system  of  meat  inspection  has  meant 
that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  called  upon  to  make  visits 
outside  normal  office  hours  and  on  Sundays.  It  is  not  anticipated 
that  the  position  will  improve  next  year  when  the  number  of  lic- 
ensed slaughter-houses  is  reduced  to  five,  as  those  continuing  are 
the  main  butchers  in  your  area,  and  those  who  regularlv  kill  out- 
side  normal  working  hours. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958.  Section  3. 

The  Slaughter-houses  Report  as  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  was  confirmed  without  modi- 
fication and  the  appointed  day  by  which  all  slaughter-houses  in 
the  area  were  to  comply  with  the  new  standards  was  declared  io 
be  J st  January,  1 96:2. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  five  licensees  now  remaining 
bad  carried  out  the  necessary  improvements  to  their  slaughter- 
houses and  in  each  case  the  premises  can  be  considered  to  be  of  a 
very  high  standard. 

Further  Applications. 

In  the  month  of  December,  Mr.  G.  Thompson,  of  Ham- 
sterley,  and  Mrs.  J.  Dickinson,  of  Toft  Hill,  made  application  for 
the  re-licensing  of  their  slaughter-houses.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  available  to 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  and  to  certain  priority  groups 
over  that  age.  Most  children  are  now  vaccinated  by  their  family 
doctors,  but  facilities  are  available  at  child  welfare  centres  and 
school  clinics,  should  the  parents  so  des'ire.  The  response  is 
satisfactory  in  children  of  school  age,  but  not  so  good  in  the  high- 
er age  groups.
